' Fresno Men Digging a Well Find 
' Remaitts of a Man and Horse 

Buried for Years.

FRESNO (Cal) July 8.—Workmen, 
while engaged in cleaning out .an 
abandoned well this morning on the 
old Orr ranch, five miles north of 
Sultana, in Fresno county, discovered 
the skéletons of 4 man and horse. '

ECLARING for the commission 

form of government, the exten- 

sion of the civil-service reguia- 
tions, the selection of all administra- 
tive officers through that channel, and 
urging the experting of every depart- 
ment of municipal activity, President 
Foulke “keynhoted” the eighteenth an- 
nual meeting of the National Munic- 
ipal League at its opening session in 
‘the Auditorium last evening. 

Prior to the president's address, 
Lieut.-Gov. Wallace described the 
wonders which are to follow the open- 
ing of the Panama Canal, bringing to 
these hospitable shores millions of 
aliens for whom, in his language, “We 
should try to get ready. The im- 
pulse.” he said, “is toward better 
things, and as a result of this conven- 
tion we should start our preparations 
for that which lies before us.” 

The National Municipal League has 
as its motif an effort to combine the 
forces of those interested in good mu- 
nicipal government; it promotes the 
thorough investigation of the condi- 
tions and details of municipal edmin- 
istration, and furnishes data for pub- 
lic information and discussion upon 
the subject of municipal government 
and municipal affairs. 

The sessions of the convention will 
be held in the Auditorium, and will 
continue, until Friday noon. The 
“moral uplift’ of American cities is 
a fundamental ambition back of the 
organization, which denies any polit- 
ical affiliation. 

Although national in its scope, the 
attendance of. delegates is small, and 
the presence of the general public is 
expected to provide audience for the 
speakers who are to discuss. the 
problems of the city.

A sharp line should be drawn 
between officers who determine the 
policy of the city and are responsible 
to the people, and those who carry out 
the details of administration.

A night of merry-making follow- 
ing a wedding had a tragic ending 
near 3 o'clock yesterday morning when 
Polisi, an elderty lalian laborer, 
was burned to death in the debris of 
his home, No. 2323 Damon street, 
after it had been blown*up by an 
interior explosion, presumably of gas. 
The, charred remains were found by 
firemen and patrolmen and partially 
identified by members of the family. 
They were removed to Bresee 
Brothers’ morgue, where the Coroner 
will hold an investigation. 

The lives of four other persons, two 
wemen anid two children. were pos- 
aibly saved by the changing of plans 
'a short time before Polisi was killed. 
Instead of his wife, daughter and his 
two grandchildren returning home 
with him, they remained at the house 
where thé Wedding took place. Had 
the others returned perhaps they 
would have met a similar fate. 

Polisi and his wife, their daugh- 
ter, Mrs. May Cancaimillo, and her 
two small children went to the home 
ef Antonio Risto, 
Ba orne streets, ear 
ing to attend the w 
Risco. Miss Risco is 
Polisi. 

It was planned for the Polisi fam- 
ily to remain ever night at the Riaco 
home. After the wedding one of the 
Cancaimillo children was taken ill 
and Polisi decided to return home. 
He first took the bridal couple to a 
“south-bound Venice car. He had 
been in the house but a few min- 
utes, it is said, before the neighbor- 
hood was startled by the noise and 
concussion the explosion, which 
threw wreckage many feet in all di- 
rections. 

Mrs. Jennie Scurdy, No. 2349 Da- 
mon street, was looking out of a win- 
dow at that moment. She told De- 
tectives Jones and Erven, who were 
detailed on the case, that the front 
end of the Polisi house seemed to 
leap into the air before she heard or 
felt the shock of the explosion. When 
the raised portion settled back upon 
its foundation, the whole structure 
collapsed. The hext .ingtant , the 
wreckage was enveloped in flames. 

Harry Christo, living next door, 
was thrown from his bed by the force 
ef the explosion. He rushed to the 
nearest fire box 
alarm. His actions gave rise to the 
rumor that the Polist house had been 
wrecked by ‘‘black-hand” 
of whom, it was re 
geen running from the building a few 
minutes before the explosion. 

The force of the explosion awakenes 
the neighborhood for many blocks, | 
and soon the burning wreckage was ' 
aifrrounded by a crowd of men, wom- 
en and children. 

Mrs. Cancaimillo told Jobin and 
Erven that the gas stove fixtures had 
been leaking. It is the theory of the 
detectives that the house became 
fleld* with gas and when Polisi 
scratched a match to light a coaloil 
lamp in the front room the explosion 
followed.

McAgam, and moraine gardening will 
become a worldwide passion. The 
modest claims made for morafne gar- 
dening are: :

whieh you have failed; ¢2) that even 


the smallest garden can have one; 
(3) that it costs literally nothing, and 
(4) that it is mere picturesque and 
artistic than any other ferm of rock 
gardening. 

A moraine garden, as nearly as f 
can discover, .differs from the or- 
dinmary rock gdrden in being com- 
posed chiefly of. little chipa of stone 
instead of big rocks, and in having 
almost no soil instead of much.

Robert F. Bain, the permanent 
juror in the McNamara trial who 
was bribed by Bert H. Franklin. ac- 
cording to testimony already intro- 
duced, was the main witness fer the 
State yesterday! Mrs. Bain concluded 
her evidence and both were  sub- 
jected to brief cross-examinations, It 
appeared from the attitude of Rogers 
that there was little attempt to: dis- 
prove Franklin's alleged acts and 
that the main. point ‘about which 
there Was controversy wis Whefe the 
detective got his money. | 

It is believed the defense Will try 
towhow' that Darrow left the work of 
investigating jurors and examining 
witnesses to his ‘subordinates, Har- 
rington and Franklin, and Ahat he 
never had personal knowledge of 
their methods until Franklin was ar- 


rested November 28 last. It will 
probably be. contended that while 
there has been evidence to show 


that somebody was trying to get at 
the McNamara jurymen, Darrow 
was conducting negotiations for the 
plea of guilty of the McNamaras and 
therefore could not have been so 
foolish as to allow his men to bribe 
jurors who would not be needed. 
NOT THE PROSECUTION’S. 

Juror Golding is said to have re- 
ported to the court yesterday that 
there was an apparent attempt to 
watch the ‘Jurfmen at their rooms 
at the Hotel. Trenton. According to 
various reports, detectives had tried 
to exercise an undue surveillance of 
the jurymen even to the extent of 
flashing Mghts-in their faces over the 
transoms as they slept. , 

Capt. Fredericks:said he had heard 
nothing of any such attempt and 
authoritatively stated that no persons 
connected with the prosecution had 
tried to observe the jurymen. As a 
matter of fact it ia believed that the 
prosecution  wonld be willing to let 
the jurors go to their homes each 
night, asia done in ordinary criminal 
cases, could this procedure be agreed 
upon by both sides and the court. 

The trial proceeded with great ex- 
pedition and there were no-disputes 
between opposing counsel. The testt-

BAIN TESTIFIES.
